HEMORANDUM FOR SEChED2ARY, NATIONAL INTELLIGENCE UTHORITY: 
SUBJECT: CIG 1/1 


Returned herewith is subject paper concerning provision 
for monitoring press «end propagende broadeasts of forelgn 
powers with comments as follows: 


(a) It is ugreed that performing the function of 
monitoring press end propaganda brosdcests of foreign powers 
is necessary, and th:.t the present organization performing 
this funetion should be liquidated ond supplanted by a new 
organization better adepted to serve the needs of euthorized 
intelligence agencies. However, it is not agreed that the 
required monitoring system can be performed most efficiently 
by the War Department. 


(b) The State Department is the primary user of 
the monitored materiel, although the war and Navy Depertments 
wlso have an interest. A Central Intelligence Group function 
is the operation of intelligence services when such services 
are provided the several intelligence agencies. Thus, it ap- 
pears that operation of tnis monitoring system is ae CIG re- 
sponsibility. In lieu of CIG, the clternstive is that the 
State Depurtment perform the service. Under no circumstances 
should the war Depertment engage on 2 continuing besis in 
this predominately non-military intelligence function,
